C ify TriisCees Will He Asked at Next 

Mf'e'tiiiK to Ofl'er Frain'hise for 
Sale to Hiftliest Bidder 

The Sierra Madre city trustees will 
l)e asked at their meeting next Thurs¬ 
day evening for toffer for sale to the 
highest bidder a franchise for a gas 
canii)any. That gas will be on tap 
here within six months seems assured 
now, unless the trustees should i)re- 
fer to turn down the proposition and 
keep at the municipal gas enterprise. 
A comi)any is in course of formation 
with a view to bidding on the fran¬ 
chise and proceeding immediately 
with the installation of a gas system. 

rntil after the consummation of a 
deal now i)endlng the New's is not at 
liberty to make public the names of 
the gentlemen interested in the new 
company, save that W. K. Farman. 
president of the local telephone com¬ 
pany, is one of them. However, 
they include experienc.^d gas aftd 
utilities men, as well as men of 
means who would be in position to 
s^e the thing through. 

The com))any would have to take 
their chances against any other bid¬ 
ders who might become interested in 
the franchise, should it be offered for 
sale. They hope to secure it before 
there Is an unfavorable change in 
the present low market for pipe. In 
case they are the successful bidders 
they expect to go to work inimediate- 
Iv and have gas service all over town 
within six months. 

The franchise asked for would em¬ 
body practically the same provisions 
as that now held by the telephone 
company, with such differences as 
would be necessary in the different 
line of business. In this the city is 
allowed a revenue of two per cent of 
the net earnings of the plant after 
the first five years. In addition, dur¬ 
ing the first five years, the company 
would agree to be satisfied with six 
))er cent net profit, aod would turn 
over everything over that amount to 
the city. This provision would prob¬ 
ably mean nothing as the company 
v'ould be very lucky Indeed to be 
able to pay stockholders six per cent 
during the five-year period. 

AF'TKH NKW HICiH St'HtMlL SITE 

Steps have been taken by the Pasa- 
dent Board of Education toward se¬ 
curing a new high school site for 
that city. Already the comparatively 
new high school building in that city 
is entirely inadequate for the de¬ 
mands upon it. Nothing definite has 
been decided regarding the charac¬ 
ter of the building or policy of the 
school. Possibly another high school 
embodying the polytechnic idea will 
simply be added to the present school. 
However, It seems likely that the 
new building will be designed to 
meet all the city’s needs for high 
school instruction under one roof. 
Events will be watched with inter¬ 
est in Sierra Madre because of [he 
large number of local students at¬ 
tending Pasadena high school. 

A magatine contributor, being 
hard pressed by his creditors, recent¬ 
ly wrote to his editor, “Please send 
check at once, as my gas bill Is due.” 
The candid editor replied In this brief 
fashion. “So Is mine. God help us 
all.” 


Attracted by the announcement in 
last week’s News and the reputation 
of Frank P. Sauerwein as a painter 
of western scenes, a large number of 
l)eople have viewed the ])ainting 
which has hung in the News office 
during the past three days. Their 
keen appreciation of the picture en¬ 
titled “Down,” would be enough to 
turn the head of almost any one. 

The painting ])ictures an Indian 
whose horse has stumbled and 
thrown him in the course of the pur¬ 
suit, presumably, of a wagon train, . 
by a land of bis fellows. Another 
Indian, with an old scoie to settle 
and evidently awaiting the chance, is 
attempting to override the fallen 
man. With uplifted hand the fallen 
one is attempting to stay his enemy, 
and even the fallen horse looks on 
with an ajrpeal of anguish. Neither 
does the other horse like the job his 
rider is attempting to force him to 
perform. Though the reins are loose 
and his rider is urging him on, his 
attitude plainly shows his distaste 
for the task. With feet in the air 
and every muscle tense the figure is 
one to delight a horse lover. The 
figures of the two Indians are also 
drawn with remarkable fidelity to 
life. The coloring of Indians, horses, 
sky and desert excite general admi¬ 
ration for the skill of the artist. 

.Mr. Sasierwein is one of the best 
known painteis of western subjects. 
As a painter of horses and Indians he 
is among the best. He makes his 
headquarters at Taos, one of the 
pueblos north of Santa Fe, New 
Mexico. He usually spends his win¬ 
ders at Tempe, Arizona, but has spent 
the past two months in Sierra Madre 
and expects to remain some time. He 
resided here for some time several 
years ago. He has painted a great 
many pictures of scenes at the Grand 
“^anyon of the Colorado and some of 
nis western pictures have been copied 
and reproduced by various color pro¬ 
cesses till they are familiar from one 
end of the country to the other. Mr. 
Sauerwein is represented by one of 
his patings in the collection of rep¬ 
resentative western paintings sent to 
Chicago for exhibition by Mr. Knast 
of Los Angeles. He is also preparing 
a large exhibit of his own pictures to 
be sent to Chicago next year. 

PASADENA FU)WER SHOW 

Local flower lovers will be inter¬ 
ested in the annual fall flower show 
of the Pasadena Gardeners’ Associa¬ 
tion to be held next week, October 
2 8, 29 and 30. These semi-annual 
exhibitions are Intended primarily to 
educate the public in horticultural 
knowledge. While an admission fee 
is charged It is not expected that a 
profit will be realized. The best pro¬ 
ducts of the gardens of Southern 
California are on exhibition. In a 
letter to the News, Mr. Barnhart, 
editor of the Pacific Garden, an¬ 
nounces as a feature of the show an 
exhibit for the benefit of people who 
wish to know’ about the common and 
technical names of the plants grown 
in this section, as well as the place 
of their nativity. The exhibits will 
be numbered and a catalog Issue with 
numbers to correspond, embodying 
; all this Information, Mr. Barnhart 
hopes to bring about some form of 
monthly exhibition with the one ob¬ 
ject In view of educating the public 
' In nomenclature and the appreciation 
I of flowers as a refining influence on 
human nature. 


Holds Aiiiiiial Meeting 

Pasadena Star.—The annual meet¬ 
ing of the stockholders of the Sierra 
Madre-Lamanda Citrus association 
was held Tuesday at the packing 
house at Lamanda Park, with an at¬ 
tendance of twenty-five stockholders, 
representing 745 shares of stock. The 
report of the president and board of 
directors was presented, which show¬ 
ed that the past year w'as by far the 
most prosperous in the history of the 
association. Two hundred and tweii- 
ty-eight cars, or 80,625 boxes of fruit, 
w’ere shipped, exceeding last year’s 
output by 19,362 boxes; of these, 26 
cars were sold at auction, 67 f. o. b. 
and 124 at agents’ sales. The net re¬ 
sults of shipments of navels was $1 
per box against 84 cents per box last 
vear. This was the average of all 
grades and sizes of fruit. 

Dividends have been paid on fruit 
shipped of $60,134.41. The packing 
charges amounted on oranges to 31c 
per box^—a decrease of 8c per box 
over last year. The association sold 
to its growers fertilizers to the 
amount of $4,426, and did $8,- 
114 worth of fumigating, both on a 
;ost basis to the members of the as- 
iociation. A very complete reiiort 
vas made of what the various gr.’^des 
)rought. The following were elected 
as directors for the ensuing year: 
Volney H. Craig, L. S. Porter, Waite.’ 
I. Allen, Rev. M. G. Hayes, J. A. Os¬ 
good, .1. G. Blumer, Geo. C. Halde- 
man, Thornton Kinney, J. B. Couls- 
ton, T. E. Yerxa, and Ernest B. 
Owens. 

The new board organized with 
Volney H. Craig as president, L. S. 
Porter, vice president, and Walter I. 
Allen, secretary and treasurer. Mr. 
Ernest B. Owens was re-engaged as 
manager for the ensuing year. The 
meeting ended with a verj’ enjoyable | 
lunch served at the packing house. 

BARLOW SANATORIUM WORK 

Every lover of humanity will re¬ 
joice at the progress of the Sana¬ 
torium for Poor Consumptives found¬ 
ed in Los Angeles by Dr. Walter Jar¬ 
vis Barlow of Sierra Madre and Los 
Angeles. Regarding the sixth annual 
report of the institution. Editor Clov¬ 
er of the Graphic makes the following 
comment: 

For the sixth time it has been my 
privilege to read of the yearly prog¬ 
ress of the Barlow Sanatorium for 
Poor Consumptives, founded ^y Dr. 
Walter Jarvis Barlow. In this last 
year the sanatorium has cared for as 
many as thirty-eight cases, with an 
average for the year of 33.1, treated 
at an average of $8.37 a week for 
each patient. When it is possible to 
care for fifty patients the cost can 
be reduced to $7.50. There are now 
forty-four available beds at the insti¬ 
tution. Ninety-two cases have been 
treated in the year, or five more than 
In 1908. Dr. Barlow refers in glow¬ 
ing terms to the advent of Dr. Rob¬ 
ert L. Cunningham, of Johns Hop¬ 
kins Hospital, as resident physician, 
whose connection Is regarded as of 
distinct advantage to the sanatorium. 
The endowment fund now approaches 
the fifty thousand dollar mark, more 
than fifteen thousand dollars having 
been acquired since the last report 
by a special subscription list. Two 
new beds have been endowed In per¬ 
petuity, the Jonathan Sayer Slauson 
memorial bed, and the Lawrence 
Mllbauk memorial bed. With ac-

Secretary J. A. Patterson of the 
Board of Trade is i)repared to supply 
all comers between the hours of 5 
and 8 p. ni. any day at the telephone 
office. F'opj)y seed will be given oi’t 
free of cost for i)lanling in park ways 
and yards. 

For the lawn grass seed a chai'ge 
of 30 cents a pound i:s made, cover¬ 
ing the actual cost. This is 10 cents 
less than the regular price in quan¬ 
tities. The seed is the very best 
grade of clover and grass seed mixed 
equally. This mixture is recom¬ 
mended by Germain’s lawn expert as 
the best for this climate. Next v.'eck 
the committee will present some sug¬ 
gestions regarding the preparation of 
soil and planting of lawns. 

Do not imagine because you have 
seen California i)opples yielding a 
golden harvest in seemingly impos¬ 
sible places that you can get the best 
results by scattering the seed broad¬ 
cast and trust nature to do the rest. 
The chances are the seed would die 
before taking root. Loosen up the 
soil and rake the seed into it, not too 
deep, but so that the first rain will 
not wash it all away. Poppies are 
like any other growing thing—they 
will respond to cultivation and proper 
feeding. The better the soil the 
finer the poppies. Get your seed free 
of cost but handle it as carefully as 
if it cost you four dollars a pound. 
The golden harvest will be yours and 
there will be more sunshine for ev¬ 
erybody.

In addition to these assays the com¬ 
pany is in possession of a letter from 
J. C. Hames, an experienced metallur¬ 
gist and chemist, who made a number 
of assays on the claims some three 
years ago, Mr. Hames is President of 
the Sierra Madre Mining & Milling Co, 
He writes as follows: 

"The samples taken by me gave high 
values, a good many above $50, several 
above $100, some above $200, and one 
sample runs $500 a ton.
